steepin g, which are prod uctiv e of 
harmful con sequen ces. “Boiled " tea 
giv es a coppery coat to the stomach 
an d a saffron hue to the face. 
If employed in the man n er in d i­ 
cated , in localities where typhoid is 
kn own to be presen t, tea may thus 
serv e as on e of the essen tial precau­ 
tion ary measures to guard again st 
in fection by this d read d isease. The
